PASSES AWAY 


Arganaut vs. Kennedy 
Extension—Answer 
Filed 


The answer of the defendant 
cor­ 
poration ¡n this big damage suit, both 
to the original and amended complaint, 
was tiled in the superior court during 
the past week. 
it is a long document, 
and traverses everv material allegation 
of the complaint. 
Suit is brought for 
damages to the amount of 8200,000 for 
alleged trespass of defendant upon the 
mining grcund of plaintiff, and the e x ­ 
traction and removal therefrom of large 
quantities of gold bearing rock, esti­ 
mated of the value of the above amount, 
the ore so taken being from claims 
known as the Muldoon and Jackson 
mining claims, owned bv plaintiff. 
The answer is a sweeping denial of 
the allegations of the complaint; some 
denials are made on the ground of lack 
of information of the truth of the state­ 
ments set up in the complaint. 
On all 
the vital points, however, tlie denial is 
positively made. 
It denies that there is within the 
boundaries of the Muldoon and Jackson 
claims any outcrops of any vein. 
It 
alleges that within the exterior bound­ 
aries of these claims, extended down­ 
ward vertically, there is a portion of a 
vein known as the Pioneer or Argonaut 
vein, the apex of which is entirely 
within the Argonaut mining ground. In

County Supervisor Died 
in San Francisco on 
Wednesday 


Early yesterday morning the news of 
flic death of August Grillo was circu­ 
lated throughout Amador county, and the 
flag of the court house and also over the 
Bank of Amador county were raised to 
half-mast out of respect to the deceased, 
who was a supervisor of the county, and 
also a director of the local bank at the 
time of his death. The mournful intel­ 
ligence came not as a surprise, as it 
was known that for over a week his life 
was slowlv but surelv ebbing awav, due 
to tlie ravages of that fatal malady— 
Brights' disease of the kidneys— from 
which he had suffered for several years. 
Deceased attended the last meeting of 
tlie board of supervisors on May 2 and 
3d. He was taken with a severe s in k ­ 
ing spell incident to the disease on the 
evening of the 3d. 
The following 
morning he left with his relatives for 
Stockton, and from there was taken to 
San Francisco, entering the St. Francis 
hospital. 
A number of nuted experts 
were called into consultation over his 
case, but ail agreed that there was no 
hope whatever- the end was merelv a 
question of a few days or hours. 
D is­ 
trict attorney C. 
P. Vicini, his legal 
adviser, was called to the city last week 
to fix up his business, and returned 
this week. Deceased was conscious of 
the approaching end, but cheerfully re­ 
signed to his fate. 
Life for several 
days was sustained by artificial methods. 
He died Wednesday evening about 9 
o ’clock. 
Deceased was a native [of California, 
aged 36 years. 
He was raised in the 
vicinity of Volcano, where nearly the 
whole of his life was passed. With his 
brothers, he was engaged in the m er­ 
chandising, butchering and livery b u si­ 
ness in that town. 
In 1902 he was 
elected on the republican ticket 
as 
supervisor of district three, and held 
that office continuously up to the time 
of his death, having been reeleted in 
1906. 
Deceased was married to Miss Clorinda 
Cassinelli of Volcauo early last year. 
Beside his young wife and nine months 
old daughter, he leave a mother and 
father, also four brothers- Domenico, 
Erank, John ard Janies; and two sisters, 
Marv and Florence Grillo, nearly all liv­ 
ing in Volcano. Heceased was an active 
worker in every enterprise for the up- 
buildiug of Amador county, and particu­ 
larly of the eastern section. He was 
popular with all classes, By his removal 
Amador county has lost one its best and 
most useful citizens. 
The funeral will be held in Volcano on 
Sunday morning next, under the direc­ 
tion of Excelsior parlor N.S.G.W., ser­ 
vices in the Catholic church, and inter­ 
ment in the cemetery of that town, by 
the side of a brother who was killed by 
a fall from a horse about four years ago.

Editorial Column, 


T IM E TO 
G E T BU SY . 


It is evident that one noticeable effect of the direct primary 
law is to augment rather than dimisli the diffiulty of secur­ 
ing suitable candidates for office. 
It is all very nice to say 
that under this system the rank and file of the party voters 
have the opportunity of choosing their candidates by direct 
vote, without the go-between convention with its inevitable 
manipulation by political bosses. It is already clear that the 
new method is not coming up to anticipations even from this 
standpoint. 
It gives incumbents in office who are anxious 
for renomination a decided advantage. 
T h e fact of their 
candidacy is known months in advance of the primaries, and 
the formal announcement of their desire to continue in the 
public service is merely the refrain of the song the people 
have been listening to for years. 
But with the “outs’’ the 
proposition is different. 
The republican party is strongly 
in the ascendant in Amador county on a strict parry vote. 
There is plenty firstclass material to be found in the party 
ranks to fill every office within the gift of the people, just 
as effiicieutly in every respect as the same has ever been 
filled in the annals of the county. 
And the drift of public 
sentiment, unless all signs fail, is in the direction of a change 
of management. 
Still, notwithstanding the bright prospects 
candidates are slow in coming forward voluntarily. 
Under 
the old method the office sought out the man, under the ex­ 
isting system, unless party managers take a hand, the man 
is expected to seek the office. 
The best available material 
naturally shrinks from this course. 
We believe in filling 
every place on the ticket. 
W e take no stock in the proposi­ 
tion to leave any vacancy on the ticket. 
T hat would argue 
weakness, and surely an implied admission of that nature 
cannot prove of benefit to the numerically stronger party. 
Probable candidates for two or three of the most important 
county offices need only a little encouragement, it is said, to 
lead them to get into the fight. 
Let us hope all needed en­ 
couragement will be extended. 
The republicans are in good 
trim fora winning fight all along the line. 
T he county cen­ 
tral committee should be called together without delay to 
consider the situation, and devise ways to meet the condi­ 
tions herein outlined. 
The primary law does not in any 
sense relieve the county committeemen of responsibility; if 
anything it intensifies their responsibility. 
The party ma­ 
chinery must be lubricated and set in motion under the 
new as under the former system . 
The process has been 
modified, but not the motive power. 
It is high time som e­ 
thing was “ doing” on the republican side. 


In the death of Edward VII the British empire deplores the 
loss of as popular a sovereign as ever sat upon the throne. 
He passed away at a critical period, when questions of vital 
moment are clamoring for settlement. 
Bnt the removal of 
the late king from the sphere of action, and the proclaiming 
of his successor, w ill have little bearing upon the solution of 
the issues agitating the empire. 
We are apt to think that 
the death of a k in g must necessarily be a gravely disturbing 
factor in the affairs of any monarchy. 
T h is idea is without 
foundation when it concerns the British government. 
T h e 
king is but the nominal head o f the nation, and has little to 
say in shaping the policies of the government. 
When queen 
Victoria died, alarmists predicted the end of monarchy, but 
not a ripple was caused thereby, affairs moved aloug as 
sm oothly under Edward as under the reign of his illustrious 
mother. 
And i he accession of George V to the throne will 
not be the signal for any violeut changes of policy. 
T h e 
president of the United States lias far greater power in shap­ 
ing t lie policy and molding the laws in this country, than 
the kin g of England witlds in mapping the path to be taken 
by h is government. 
If he were to attempt to impress his 
individual ideas upon his ministers and parliament after 
the pattern of the president in securing the passage of admin­ 
istration measures through congress—methods which are 
regarded as perfectly in keeping with the authority vested in 
the chief magistrate— there would undoubtedly be a howl of 
dissent on account of a radical departure from time-honored 
precedent 
Kings are popularly styled rulers, but iu E n g ­ 
land the king does not rule.

Probably the most successful colored 
photographs are obtained by taking three 
simultaneous pictures u nd er 
different 
light-Hlter plate of the th ree primary 
colors, and then using three lanterns to 
project upon screen the partial pictures 
from the blue, red and green filters, 
so 
that all fall on one 
spot. 
The partial 
pictures combine to give a 
complete 
picture in natural colors. 
For a dozeii 
years or more Win Friese 
Green, 
an 
English photographer, has been 
per­ 
fecting 
a 
cinematograph 
using 
the 
“ three-color process," 
and has found 
that for colored moving pictures actual 
superposition is not necessary, 
the ex­ 
posures b eing made in rapidly succeed­ 
ing alternations of red, green and blue 
filters. 
An endless band of transparent 
celluloid w ith the alternations of color 
repeated throughout its length, 
serves 
for the filter. 
In practice, to avoid too 
rapid m ovem ent of the hand, 
two ma­ 
chines are used for exposure 
and 
two 
for focussing the images on a screen, a 
shutter rapM ly closing the lens of each 
machine in turn. 
The two band? are ar­ 
ranged so th at the colors are exposed in 
correct order, while the two projection 
lenses are accurately focussed upon the 
same 
spot. 
This 
system , 
though 
simple in theory, involves great me­ 
chanical details, but has been so worked 
out that colored moving pictures are a 
success. 
s 


Successful artificial 
fabrics, 
made 
from cellulose without weaving, 
are 
anticipated 
by a 
German 
authority. 
Various processes have been patented in 
two classes. 
In one class, 
the celllu- 
lose paste is divided mechanically into 
filaments, which are assem bled in an 
interlacing network of various types; 
but in the second class th e cellulose 
solution is given a kind 
of 
fibrous 
crystallization by chemical 
action, the 
fibers being laid in all directions in a 
kind of felt 
instead of in geometrical 
patterns. 
T h e second class 
is thought 
to be the m ore promising. 


Brackets supported by rub ber suction 
cups may be attached to a w indow pane 
or other sm ooth surface, and are so well 
made as to hold up a show ing mirror 
for weeks.

connected to ground at the central office, 
is in the new system connected to the 
subscribers 
hook lever, 
and 
reaches 
ground through lower contact and the 
coil that w ind s and sets the clock. 
The 
ground to ground circuit has no 
result. 
When the clock is to be set and 
wound, 
a master clo ck at the proper instant 
closes a circu it, momentarily switchin? 
current from a 
battery at th e central 
office for ground through th e winding 
and setting coil. 
The clock is then 
acted on by th e coil. 


The volcano of Matavanu, in 
Savaii, 
one of the G erm an Samoan Islands, was 
formed by an explosive eruption in U105. 
Describing it to the London 
Geological 
society. 
Dr. T. 
Anderson states that 
the discharge of fluid basic lav a has run 
bv a devious course of about 
ten miles 
to the sea, 
depositing fields of both 
slaggy and cindery lava, filling a valley 
to a depth of 400 
feet, and covering the 
most fertile land. 
Like K ilauea, 
the 
crater contains u lake of incandescent 
lava. 
This is so fluid that it 
beats in 
waves on the walls, rises in 
fountains 
of liquid basalt, and tumbles in a cata­ 
ract into a 
subterranean channel, 
by 
which it reaches 
the sea cau sin g ex­ 
plosions, w ith showers of inud and ho 
fragments, and the emission 
of clouds 
of steam. 


The torsional or tw isting vibration of 
a fine iron wire 
under the action of 
magnetic lines of force having a spiral 
direction Is the basis of the novel w ir e ­ 
le ss telegraph detector of Prof. 
Rossi 
of Turbin. 
The w ire is stretched very 
near two permanent magnets with like 
poles adjacent. 
It is also placed in the 
center of a coil in w hich a helical 
flux 
is set up, and on rapidly alternating the 
current through the coil, the wire tw ists 
hack and forth, or has a reciprocal rotary 
motion. 
A mirror at the center of the 
w ire reflects a beam of light upon a 
screen. 
Vibration stretches the re fle c­ 
tion out into a line, and with an antenna 
connected, the oscillatory currents set 
up therein cause variations in the v ib ra ­ 
tion s of the wire and consequently 
in 
the length of the reflected line. 
As the 
w ire has a natural 
period of torsional 
vibration, transmitting instruments may 
be so attended as to produce a maximum 
effect on the receiving screen. 


A cloudy emulsion pressed from the 
green fruit of the M artinique banana has 
been found to contain 
10 per cent of 
rubber, equivalent to 50 per cent of the 
dry 
weight of the 
expressed 
iuice. 
A nalysis showed that the green banana 
sk in s contain as m uch as 20 per cent of 
rubber, while the dried skins yielded 7 
per cent of rubber, and 7 per cent of 
wax, 
resin and 
chlorophyll. 
Some 
varieties are reported to be even richer 
in rubber than the M artinique C anans. 
Extraction seems to offer no special 
difficulties, 
and it 
is predicted 
that 
rubber from banana sk in s may become a 
com m ercial success in the near future. 


T h e telephone telegraph is the idea 'of 
three Danish engineers, and its purpose 
is to leave a recorded message 
for any 
subscriber called w hen awav or o th er­ 
w ise prevented from responding to the 
call. 
The transm itting apparatus 
in ­ 
cludes a keyboard lik e that of the o rd i­ 
nary typewriter. 
T h e 
receiving

partus prints the m essage on a tape 
in 
ordinary characters, 
and single 
c o m ­ 
munications or series of them can be 
sent at any time, to aw ait prompt atten­ 
tion on the subscribers return.

license fees, franchise taxes and the 
like. 
This statement is based upon the 
latest figures of governmental disburse­ 
ments supplied by the statistical bureau 
of the treasury. 


According to the same authority, each 
hundred dollars of property that is d i­ 
rectly taxed nt all pays two dollars and 
five cents a year, and that doesn’t half 
meet the bills. 
It produces onlv seven 
hundred and twenty-five million, 
while 
the governments—Federal, 
state 
and 
local—spend seventeen 
hundred 
m il­ 
lion. 
The farmer or small householder 
pays his two dollars and five cents on 
each hundred, and then has to chip in 
his share of the additional billion dol­ 
lars—made up of customs duties, inter­ 
nal revenue taxes, 
license fees—which 
the governments spend. 


Total cost of running the 
govern­ 
ments—Federal, 
state 
and 
local— 
amounts to about twenty dollars a head 
a year, or a hundred dollars for a family 
of five. 
A totally thriftless person 
may 
escape his share, 
and an exceedingly 
thrifty person may escape his. 
But we 
surmise that a great body of reasonably 
thrifty head of families pay more than 
their share. 
Except as regards the tariff 
very little is heard of this subject in 
oolitics, and yet it is obviously a big 
suject. 
Said an experienced member of 
an Illinois taxing body the other day: 
“ Under the laws now on our statute 
books it is absolutely impossible 
to 
make an equitable assessment.’’- Satur­ 
day Post.

Pointers for Party Candidates 


Qualification of Signors of Nom ination Papore— 
Signer m ust he enrolled on great register of 1910 
and registered as affiliated with the saíne party 
(Republican or Democrat as the case may he) as 
the oandidate whoso nomination paper he signs. 
He must sign hut one paper for each o.hee to be 
voted for, but may sign one paj»ei ior every ofllce 
to be voted for In his district. 
Number of Signatures,—Not less than 3 per 
:ent nor m ore than 10 per cent of the total vote 
cast for the elector who received the largest vote 
of ids party at the preceding presidential elec­ 
tion. signatures must he secured in at least one 
fourth of the election precincts in which the 
candidate is to be voted for. 
Verification Deputies—Eacli candidate may 
designate, for the purpose of soliciting signa­ 
tures, one or more special verification deputies, 
who qualify by tiling with the County clerk 
an affidavit setting forth such selection as 
deputy The same deputy m ay he designated by 
a number of candidates for different offices in 
the same parly. 
No candidate is permitted to verify signatures 
to his own nomination papers. 
Time of Filing Papers —Nomination papers 
must be tiled with tin County Cle*k at least ;to 
days prior to August ill, the date of the primary 
election 
Filing Fees —Candidates for county offices are 
required to pay a fee of *10 each to :he County 
Clerk when nominutiou papers are tiled. No 
lee required from candidates for township 
offices.
